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Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the cited prior 
art does not teach nor suggest a method of analyzing traces along a plurality of sail 
lines in a seismic survey area comprising generating a model water velocity and a 
model water bottom reflection time for each trace midpoint using a pre-selected function 
of the water bottom reflection times and the rates of change; and generating a plurality 
of water bottom reflection time corrections for each trace group using a pre-selected 
function of water bottom reflection times, the model water bottom reflection times, the 
model water velocities, and the trace offsets..
